None 
of tbe leaden hare put in an appear- 
ance this morning and just what action 
they have decided on cannot, at this 
tour, bo ascertained .

ons yesterday evening puts the men in 
high spirit*, and the more radical bold- 
y declare that shoald another attempt 
be made by the company to obtain 
lOHOBiion of It* property, the company 
will receive even wone treatment than 
hat given to detective" brought hrre 
on barge*.

woman that raises a hand again »l them. 
We promised to protect them and we 
will do it even if we have to use our 
pmi."

[ii us were brought to bear upon the 
mob and had not the ring leaders fal- 
en back the men who had pledged 
themselves lo protect the vanquished 
nneminn from violence would have done 
so at the cost of human life.

cepted the place. When 1 got to the 
(rain 1 found nearly 100 men who had 
also been engaged at private watchmen. 
Wo were told that we weru tu gn to n 
little country town, but nothing w» 
said nbout a strike. We wore led to be- 
lieve thnt we were to have an easy time 
of 
it. 
None 
of us knew where 


to Buffalo, Rochester. Erie, Youngs- 
town, Ohio, and finally were put 
olT the train at Pittaburf. but we had 


marched to the barge*, which were 
BOOH slai-ted tip the river, towed by 
two steamers- We had not proceeded 
fnr wh;n tbe boats came to a stop and 
we heard firing. Then it was thnt we 
were handed guns unit told tbnt we 
must fight for our lives. -This was tho 
first intimation that wo bad of the 
character of the work for which we had 
been engaged. Many of the men re- 
fused to obey the orders to use the 
guns. Not a few made a rush for the 
sU-amen, but found that they had cut 


chance of escape from the trap. All 
night long we were in a state of terror, 
and when daylight came we SAW the 
armed nnd determined looking men on 
the river banks and beard the roar of 
cannon and saw men bleeding and dy- 
ing all around us. Our feelings can be 
better 
imagined 
than 
described.
